November  23,  195  3,  was  a  big 
day  at  Wingate.  Distinguished 
visitors  swarmed  down  the  walks 
and  the  campus  took  on  a  festive 
air.  The  occasion  was  the  inaugu- 
ration  of  Dr.    Budd   E.    Smith. 

As  speaker  followed  speaker  on 
the  stage  that  day,  familiar  phrases 
began  to  be  repeated  over  and 
over  like  a  theme:  "Here  is  a  man 
— young,  brilliant,  daring.  Get 
behind  this  man." 

The  next  day  newspapers  carried 
the  story  of  the  inauguration.  One 
reporter  had  written  with  a  ro- 
mantic slant:  "Today  a  broad- 
shouldered  Johnston  County  farm 
boy  became  president  of  Wingate 
College."  He  might  have  added 
that  though  Wingate  is  a  small 
school  the  problems  and  burdens 
that  had  fallen  upon  the  broad 
shoulders  of  the  new  president  are 
great.  But  he  didn't,  and  perhaps 
it  wasn't  necessary.  Friends  of 
Wingate  who  have  followed  its 
course  through  the  years  knew  the 
undertakings  and  struggles  that 
lie  ahead.  And  no  one  who  heard 
the  decisive  ring  in  Dr.  Smith's 
voice  that  day  could  doubt  that 
here  was  a  man  answering  a  chal- 
lenge— a  man  with  the  vision  to 
dream  and  the  courage  to  work 
for  his  dreams.

Lost:  nine  varsity  basketball  players.  That  was  the  problem 
that  Coach  Reid  Lowder  faced  as  he  began  rounding  up 
material  for  the  1953-54  basketball  campaign.  That  was 
enough  to  make  a  coach  want  to  resign,  but  not  Coach  Lowder. 
Furthermore,  to  make  matters  worse,  the  starting  team  of  the 
previous  year  was  gone  except  for  Jimmy  Matthews. 

Coach  Lowder  knew  he  had  to  rebuild  and  rebuild  fast  if 
his  team  was  to  be  in  condition  for  the  coveted  championship 
award  presented  every  year  to  the  winner  of  the  tournaments.

These  boys  were  Raeford 
Walker,  Dean  Edwards,  Rodney  Edwards,  Pete  Hall,  Jimmy 
Matthews,  and  C.  A.  Hunsucker. 

Several  freshmen  were  added  to  the  team  to  give  Wingate 
one  of  its  best  balanced  teams  in  many  years.  They  were 
Conrad  Horton,  Jerry  Hagins,  George  Randlett,  Dink  Coggins, 
Charles  Williams,  Jimmy  Clark,  and  Armando  Estroda.  They 
gave  Coach  Lowder  a  lineup  that  averaged  86  points  a  game, 
which  is  two  points  over  the  final  season  average  of  last  year 
(which  was  good  enough  to  finish  the  number  four  team  in 
the  nation  in  scoring  for  junior  colleges). 

The  Bulldogs  have  shown  tremendous  team  spirit  and  hustle 
in  both  victory  and  defeat.  Two  of  their  conference  losses 
were  by  two  points  to  Oak  Ridge  and  Wilmington.  Edwards 
Military  Institute  and  Campbell  beat  them  by  only  four  points. 
Wingate  revenged  all  of  these  losses. 

Several  boys  have  taken  turns  in  leading  the  scoring  this  year, 
and  the  scoring  has  been  divided  evenly  among  the  starters  and 
substitutes.  Dean  Edwards  led  a  hot  chase  for  scoring  honors 
with  476  points  in  30  games.  He  and  "Jesse"  Matthews  were 
named  to  the  All-State  team,  and  Pete  Hall  also  received 
honorable  mention  for  the  coveted  team. 

Any  coach  would  be  happy  to  have  a  team  such  as  Wingate 
had  this  year.  They  are  the  kind  of  boys  that  make  coaching 
a  pleasure.
